mine opinion of them in briefe, that whereas ſome doe attribute ſo much

wiltully bent or ignorantly ſeduced againſt the true intended perfection 
of Phiſicke, doe contrarily hold, that it is onely deſperate and dangerous 
Phiſicke ꝝ bich is attempted by nunerals, prepared by the Spagiricall arte, 
and that it had bene farte better that it had ſlept in filence and neuer bene 
knowen to the world.

wiltully dee. — them but attentiuely reade Hippocrates booke De arte, and

the wiſedome of the one conſiſting in the finding cut in arts, thoſe things 
whichare not yct found out, and in the bringiug inpei tc things to a per- 
fect end, but the malicious tooliſhnelſe of the other he ing ſcene in rayling 
or thoſe things which are already found out, controlling, but not corre-

The third mild, 
as Onion (&d and Kadiſh. But of ſi n ple medicines which purge by ſiege, 
he maketh a fourcfold difference. The firſt, are ſuch as purge by diſlolu⸗ 
tion of the humeurs, and being dillolued by attraction of them from the vp- 
per parts, 02 eraticatioi from the lower parts, not that the medicine be- 
ing receiued into the ſtemacke, doth penetrate the veines oz the ſolidparts

wonꝛnking of it, the partie ſhall neuer thirſt, which if it were hot, it would 
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ſume of the Quickſiluer. Now that the Palle is a cold diſeaſe, Galen bit 
nefleth in his fourth boke De cauſis pulſuum. M ſccond inſtance is taken 
from another effec of Þercurie, which is this, When any bath taken a 
great quantitie,as much as will poyſon a bodle,during all the time of ths 


inflame the blond and vitall ſpirits, and cauſe intolerable thirſt, as it hap⸗ 
peneth after thc taking of ali got poxſons, foz the partte will thirFeven to 
the death, which is pzoucd by an e rample cited of Conciliator, in his boke 
De vene nis, of an Kpothecarie, who thirſting in the extreame heate ot 
Summer, in the night time tote a Pitchard of Quickſi{ucr in ſlead of 
ſome dzinke 83 other, and vzanke of it, fozthwith it ceoled his thirff,con- 
nealed the bloud, and deſtroxed the vitall{pirits, and being feund dead in 
bis bed in the moꝛning, hio body by the adaice or a Phiſicios was cut vp, 
and there was found in his Komack one pound of Quickſtluer, the blond 
in his heart be ing congealed: by Which the lame Antheur concluded, that it 
was of a cold qualitie. 5 

To theſe in tances may be added, that ic is in the ſoʒme of rater alta- 
ether without taſte, not bilter, Carpe, ſo be, ſalt, ſwete,o2 hauing any 
ltipticitie oz coꝛroſtuenꝛſſe. Ecſides the ſe pꝛehable inductions, the authas 
ritie ot diners of our moderne Ant hoꝛs map be added, who haue diligently 
beth be ſpeculation and p;ofe invelitgated the nature of it, Whatſocuer 
Paragelſus th)cugh vane lubtuties and trifling arguments, goeth about 
fa periwade the woz!l2 that it ts of a hot guaſitie; then ſince the ſuptr⸗ 
ſictall parging gualitie of this powder is cold, it maniſeilly pzoucth that it 
dolh net purge by attraction . Che ſecond reaſon u hich pꝛoueth that this 
pe wocr dath not purge by aitracien, is takenfrom & ſure demonſration 
by certaine experience, which is this, Che firft time that it is adminiſtred 
Into aup bodie, it Will woe bis e ſfect duelp as it ought to dse, auacua- 
king the hamcurs, but if it vec admimred againe the ne xt day, it will 
then zerie little wozlic by liege dz bemit, oz nothing at all, by reaſon the 
kirſt day tt bid cuacuate all the himours within the Kemecke and bowels, 
which it then net withail: zow all other purges atlradius being taken 
sgaine the ſecond dap, will wozke afrech, bccanſe they ſtill dzawe mo 
humerrs out of the veines and fie hie parts of the bedie, and if there bes 
none to 22aw,they diſſolte ant melt the flech it ſelſe, dzaw bleud eut ot the 
veincs, ſpirita out of the arteries, and ſs by ccn{guent life it ſelſe: which 
vice would alſo bee incident ts this ps weer of Celd, it it dis beeꝛke anp 
whit by attractien, which ſeeing it doth net, it cannot eld with the nata⸗ 
rall poſſibilitie of this pc der, to pzedace any ſuch fatall cus nt: ard as it 
wozketh not Attrabendo, ſontither doth it WezKe Comprimendo, bye 


cauſe it icaueth the bodſe alter al apes ſoluble, ſometimes e ecke, a 
B 3 monty, 
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month, yea, a quarter ofa yeere : by which may bee noted fheexrcollencie 
and pzeheminence that this purge hath aboue all other purging medicines 
in the world: fozthis maTnzedes be graunted, which Galen himſelfe con- 
reſeth in his booke entituled, Quos purgare oportet, Chat᷑ al purging me- 
- dicines which wozke by attraction , are verie offenſine fo the ſtomacke, 
and noplome to all parts of the bodie, diners ſymptomes and great fncon- 
ueniences fellowing them, by reaſon when there is ſuch a ſuddaine vio- 
lent and vnnaturall pulling, and riuing the humours from bleud wherein 
life confiſteth, nature can hardly endure , this ſeperation being befoze ſo 
firmely vnited together, without her great detriment and lofle of many 
ſpirits, the inconuenientes and vices whereof, J will ſhew at large in the 
lixt Chap!cr, 
Now this purge of Gold, ſeeing it woꝛketh not by attraction , cannot 
be ſcandalized with any ofthcſe blots, neither can any ſuch ſEmptomes 
follow it. But happily ſome may here obiect, that if it onelp purge Le- 
niendo and Lubricando, and not Attrahendo;how tan it remone and purge 
Cubvbo2ne and rebellieus humozs, out of the veines and ſolid remote parts 
of the bode, and then not being able ts remoue them, how can it be good 
almoſt foz any diſeaſe: and to conclude, it were as geod to take agliſter, 
oz tate alittle Caia, Panna, oz ſtued Pznines, as to fake this golden 
purge, Lo this J anlwere, that though it purge not the humeurs within 
the veiues and fle hie parts by attraction: yet it doth either helpe nature to 
digeſt them, oz expell them by ſweate and Urine, which is a direc courſe 
accoꝛding to natures owns pzocedigs : ſo yen ſe that it doth wozke by 
vomit, ſiege, ſweate , and vrine, acceꝛding as nature is burdened and os 
uerladed: fez if the ſtomacke bee oppꝛeſſed with light choler , water, and 
flegms, it purgeth them by vomit: if the inte ſtines and lower parts bee o- 
nercharged with cheler, water, oz flegme, it wozketh by ſiege:ifeither 
ſtomacke oz bowcls be cuerladen with melancholy, it euscuateth alirates 
that humour by ſicge: if the blond and the ſolid parts ol the bodie bee ep- 
pꝛeſſed with any of thoſe humour s, it diſlolueth them and openeth their 
paſſage, and purgeth them bylweate and inſenſible expiration . Jfthe 
Emulgent veines oz repnes 87 the backe be burdened with chaler,flegme, 
oz melancholy, o2 haue anyobiractions , it openeth the paſſages, difſol- 
ueth the humonrs,and bꝛingeth them out by Q2ine; foꝛ it purgeth all the 
vicious and offenſine humcurs allke, nat hauing anp humonr dell inate ts 
it, vut as the body is moſt onercharged, on that it wszketh firſt. In the 
anſwering this obiection, a greater may ariſe among the learned and that 
is this: Whereas J ſay that this powder of Gold dooth purge by ſweate 
and Mine, how can that agree with naturall Philoſophie and experience, 
that a cold qualitis (Which J affirmed befoze this powder had) can oper, 
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diColus, ſweate, and txpell by Uzine. To this J anſwere, that thorgh tl s 
gut ward ſaperficiall qualitis of this pc der of Cold tec cold, frcmthe 
Fercurialitie, yet inwardly there is a (nbtill aerious hcate, frem the Au⸗ 
reitie, which is ftirrcd vp and animated by the nafurall heats of dur boy 
dies, and bzonght in Znerg/an, 

Batvre being alwayes wiſe in her wc;king, making ſeperatien of the 
cold qualitie inthe ſuperficies of the medicine, fo wozke by vomit and 
lege: and ſele&ing the ſubtill in ward medicinable verfne, dzawing it into 
the vepnes to helpe her ſelle to wozke aw ap all that c ffendeth her, hee be⸗ 
ing alwayes pꝛone to hir e mentation and pcrii ain. And thus I baue 
ſhewed in generall the nature and wozking of this pot der of Cold; but 
fearing let 3 haue excteded thoſe ſtraite limits J alotted my ſelfe, Jam 
enfezced to omit many things that were expedient to bee ſpoken of this 
matter: onelp tenching theſe things, as b2tefe as Jeovid, which are ne- 
teſſarie; but iffhers be an that reis not contented with that which here 
is ſald, J will by conference fully ſatiſfie him at any occaſion.

Inte there are diners that inhabit in the Countrie farre from anp 
DJ Bbtfician, which cannot eaſilp reſozt to one when they ſtand in ned: 
and diners ol the pos zer (ozt of people, that are not of ſuictent abt- 
litie to pay the o diſician foz his counſell, and the Apothecarie fo his 
dzugs, thertoꝛe I thought it tonuenisnt to ũgniſie thus much vnto them, oz 
to any other that are determined fo tate it, how they ſhall take it, and bow 
fo pꝛepare their bodie and mals it fit, fo2 what purpoſe ſo eutr they 
wauld haue it. It there be any there foʒe which to the intent ta kepe their 
bodies in health, 82 to pꝛʒ enent an bſnall ſickneſſe incident vnto tem, oz 
hauing alrcavie any Ague, weaknefle of the ſtomacke, oz moleſted with 
ſuperflaitie of humours , oꝛ any diſeaſe mentioned in the Chapter follows 
ing, by the opinion ofthe Philtctan; I ſap, it any of theſe be determined to 
take of this powder, let them firſt confiter, whether they doc intend to 
ſweate much 82 little, at the tims of the wozking of it: if much, let them 
kap? them warme in their bed! iflittle, let them fit vp by a fire in their 
Chamber: {Leen let them conſider Whether they wenld haue if woke 
moze by vomit then fege, 02 mozcby ſtegethen by vomit. It they would 
haue it wozke moze by vomit ; firſt, let them cate a great meales meate 
auernight: but if they would han? it wozke moze by flege, let them eate 
onernight verie little o; falf altegether. Secondly, if they would it woke 
moꝛe by vomit then by ſege, let them a little after they haue takt it, dzinit 
fine oz fire ſponefuls of warme water, and ſaliet Pyle, o: warme water 
alone. But if they wauld daue it woꝛk by mee ſiege let the pꝛe ſently after 
they haue taken it, de ink nie 52 fire ſponetn!s of colo water: but whether 
they would baue it wo2ke b domit 62 lege, let them oucrnight take be- 
foʒs (upper, ifthey (up at all, 02 in ſtead ot theit ſupper, as manp of theſs 
Pꝛuines as they pleaſe.

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the powder , during all the time of the wozking of it, dzinke the whey of 
Polſet dzinke, made with clarified Mate, + Ale.

CHAP, 5. 


For what diſeaſes this powder is good. 


Eeing that this powder doth purge all effenſiue humeurs to mans 

nature, as well ſimple as mixed: thcrefo2e J conclude , that this Ca- 

tholicon is ged fo2 al diſeaſes, when as there nædet any Pargation 

of any humour, either vpward, downeward, by ſweate, oz dame; 
fo2 the cauſe remwued, the effect muſt needes ccaſe, and in this kind it map 
haue the pzeheminence abone all other purgingmedicines, whicheuer Art 
oz iunention till this day found out: and although it may tuſlly challenge 
this pzeheminence both by art and nature, namely by the matter whereof 
and the meanes whereby it is made, pet are othcr ſimples and cenfedions 
ne're the wozſe,no2 leſſe fo be regarded,fozeuentihey in their due plate and 
time may bee mired with this, to make a moꝛe pecuitar purging medi⸗ 
cine, moze ſpecificateto any member affected oz bums exceeding. Poꝛe⸗ 
aner it farre excelleth them all in theſe pꝛoperties, namely in the ſwal:.cs 
of the quantitie, the aptneſſe cf the retelte, the not offenſiucincCle in tale; 
ſane, ſafe and pleaſantly wozking his effec, and in the wholeſo1nuche if 
it to mans bodyp,euen by the teſtimonie of Me ſue binfelfe,affirmmgths:e 
ts be the wholeſomeſt purges which ate werte oꝛ without tate: Foz its 
being adminiftred in the quantitie of two, thz&, lonre, oz ſtue grame s at 
the mot, way as well be taken as a pece of bꝛead, oʒ ſpont full of diane, 
and hauing ns faffe, neuer ottendeth the Patient, as lhali be ſhewed he re- 
aftor; fo2 here with bzeuitie, J intend to ſet downe the chiete diſeaſcs 3 
Which this powder is (pectally god, and leaus the reſt to the godcenſivey 
ration of the Phiſician.

Finallp, foz the French Por. oz any ümptome thc rot vegmnirg, it is the 
molt ungular medicine that ener was found ouk, ſoz withent hot-houles, 
lothſome diet dꝛinkes, bat hing in Coznelius Tub, anpother Jourgations, 
anno yntments, fumes, 0} SuTiinigations wth Quickitlucr, making 
molt lothſoie Excoziations and paine full Exulccrations,zating the tatg 
duk ot the head, and diſſoluing the Sine wes, and other ümptomes, tits 
onely of it (clfe, if it be taken befoze the deſperate ſymptemis dee appcate, 
will cure them, and doubtleſſe excelleth all other that dt oꝛ nature can 
this day affoꝛd. 

In like maner it map be pꝛoba big conicdured, by the authezitie of di⸗ 
uers.Autho2s,and reaſoning from the materials whereoi it is made, that it

What ſymptomes and accidences happen aſter the 
taking of this powder, 


Think it not imperfinet to this purpoſe, firſt to fhew what ſpmpfomes 
andinconueniences follow and happen to the bodie after vſnall purga- 
tions, that thereby the difference betweene them g this powder of gold 
map be platnely perceived. 

Galen in his boke entituled, Quos oportet purgare, giueth a generall 
and true pꝛopoſition of all purging medicines: Omnia purgantia medica- 
menta ventriculum viti ant, pre cipueq; os ipſius, &c. which Melue largely 
confirmeth in his firſt booke De ſimp, medic, purga. the firſt theozem, 
whereto ailother Phiſiclons with one conſent agre&,and by experience wg 
ſee it daily verified : and they doe not onely hurt the ſtomacke in particular, 
but are alſo grievous to nature itſelfe, offending the pzincipall parts of the 
bodie, ſo that the diligent ſearchers out of their faculties and operations 


haue noted theſe ſpmptomes which vſnally follow the taking of the. The 


fir(t is, Agues,becauſe thep doe inflame the humeurs, The (econd, Cepha- 
lalgia, by reaſon of their vapours faming vp into the head. The third, Uer⸗ 
tigo, cauſed by the circumaction of vapours rapſed vp into the bzaine with⸗ 
in his ventricles and arteries. The 4. imbecility of ſight, by reaſon of to 
much dztnefſe of the parts of the eyes, which follow ſuperluous euacuati⸗ 
on, 02 of the humour within the nerue optick, which thoſe parges diſſolne 
and cannot eaacuate, The 5. weakenefſe of the lomacke, cauſesziners 
wapes bp the diſtemperature which the medicine bzed. The 6. immode⸗ 
rate thirſt, cauſed by the ſaltneſſe, ſharpneſſe,heate and bitterneſſe of the 
medicme. The 7. ſighing, cauſed either of immoderate heat and acrimony 
ol the medicine gnawing the ſtomacke, oz by his dꝛineſſe dꝛawing it ta⸗ 
gether, The 8. payneof the ſtomacke, cauſed of the vacquall diſtempera⸗ 
ture oʒ exulceration which the purge made. The 9, crcoztation of the bo- 


wels, thzongh the cozrofiue and fretting qualitie of the medicine. The 10. 


inflamation of the reynes, pzoceding from the heate of the medicme. 11. 
Che tone of the reynes,by reaſon of abundace of limy matter bzought to 
that place, and by heat baked into a ſfone. 12, Uopding of blond, pꝛouoked 
by the viceration of the bowels, 13. Tenaſmus, oꝛ a vayne deſire to goc to 
ſtole, by reaſon the ſpinder oz muſcle of the fundametis vicerated thzough 
the acrimony of the medicine oz humour voyded. 14. TheEmmozrhetds 
o Pues cauled by iuch medicines as open the veynes, 1 5. Ambetility oz 
weakene ſie 
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weakeneſſe of the whole bodie, by reaſon of the generall diſtutbañ̃tce of aa⸗ 
ture, cauſed by the violence of the medicine. 16. Convulſien, cauſed of 
much matter fiir red vp anddzawne together, but not enacuated, which 
after hauing recourſe to the ſinewes and muſcles, cauſcth convalſion. 17. 
CoftinencCe,the body being left hot and die after the purge, and then ba⸗ 
keth the excrements, which doth happen in ſundzie pargations,q moſt Pa- 
tients tomplaine of it. All which dileaſcs do happen to them that take pur⸗ 
gations foz thze eſpeciall cauſes,being thʒte maine vices incident ton.off 
of vſnall medicines that purge. The firſt, when they doe mone, diſſolue, 
and32aw together offenſine humo2s, and nature not able to euacnate the. 
Lye ſecond, when humours are enacuate illegitimatelp and with melctta⸗ 
tion of the Patient, which happeneth whe they are miniũ red fo2 thoſe hu- 
mours which they ought not. The third, when they doe to much euacu⸗ 
ate, wozking to violentlp, making ercoztation ofthe ſtomack and bhou els, 
and dzawing the vload out of the veynes. Foz the coztedion of theſe 
ſymptoms,the learned Phiſicions in all ages, hauing eſpectall care of their 
Patients health, laboured by all mcanspofible to find out Antidotes and 
coꝛrectoʒs to withſtand their inconneniences and bzeake their malics:and 
in regard each purging medicine had ſome mantleſt vice oz other, they did 
not onely inuent generall cozrecozs to anoyd ſuch capitall vices, but alſs 
particular foꝛ cnzry ſueh medicine. Hence Aloes had Paſtick, Bdellinm, 
and Tragagant, tokepe it from opening of the veynes q dza wing blond 
ont of them, and cauſting the Emmozrhoids. Mirabolanes were pzepared 
with oyle of ſweete Almonds , and adminiſtred with inice of Fumitary, 
Wo:mwed, Agarick,and Spikenard, and Diureticks, to hinder them fr 
tauſingobſtructions. Scammony was toꝛredes with iuice of Quinces and 
vin eger.to bꝛeake bis malice, and ginen with Aromaticks and comfo2ters 
ok the pꝛintipall parts, do cuercome his enmitie to the whole bodie. Tur⸗ 
bith was cozrected with Singer, to auopd windineſſe: and ſo in like maner 
euerp one had his particular cozreder, direcer, and helper to wozkeduly,e 
qualifie their vices, This knowne and well conſidered, it refteth to ſhew 
whether thcre be any ſuch vice in this Catholicon Aureum oz no; herein 
is the tiffercnce (@ne bet we&ue this and all other purges, that whereas all 
of them ned co2recno2s ts brake their malice, Aromatickes to fake away 
their lutyſemneſſe and help their wozking, admirture ot contraries toffay 
their violent and immoderate operation, and Co2vials ts comfozt x de- 
fend the pꝛincipall parts: So that if the ill effects they wozke, be weigbed 
in an equall ballance with their good, the gov will ſcarce ccunterpopſe ff, 
This powder onely hath this grace,that it neuer offendeth any of the p3in- 
cipall parts,nener dzaweth blond ont of the veynes,nener wo2keth to vi-
